From the various and fanciful ideas that pervade 
the works of our ancient practitioners, no uſeful 
deductions could be made. The ſymptoms they 
have deſcribed are rarely correct; they are the mere 


: e of a luxuriant imagination; and, ac- 


cording to their own. whimſical notions, have : 


_ recommended as whimſical Temedies. Even at 


that period when the medical world became more 
enlightened, from the diſcoveries in the animal 
cconomy, by the immortal Harvey, and when 
the prejudices to diſſections were in part removed, 
no regular ſyſtem prevailed ; they ſeemed to be _ 
nded by no certain principles. The remedies 
BS preſcribed were often dictated by ſimilarity of 


formation; thus quinces, being downy and hairy, 


were made uſe of for renewing hair; the leaf of 
the balm wood, forrel and anthora, repreſenting 
the figure of the heart, were deemed cardiacal ; and 
the plant tragochis, having the offenſive rank ſmell | 
of a goat, was ſuppoſed an incentive to luſt. Even 
= | in more modern times, the fame ridiculous notions - 
have exiſted ; within theſe thirty years, dried foxes 
e have been preſcribed in order to cure the 
ig deans | 
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the idea that the lungs of the fox muſt be remark- 

ably good, from his great ability in running — 
5 when dead the ſame virtue remained. 


With reſpect to the diſeaſes of the urinary canal, 


with reſpect to the interruptions of this important 

ſec retion, from the general inattention to them of 
ancient medical writers, one ſhould be induced to 
believe that formerly they rarely exiſted. 


When the venereal diſeaſe was imported into 


Europe from Hiſpaniola, affections of this organ 
Were neceſſarily increaſed. Not that all ſpecies of 
bbſtructions originate from an infection of this 
kind, as there are many depending on cauſes that 
may ariſe without any impure connexion. That 
theſe were in fome periods there can be no manner 
of doubt, particularly in the Eaſtern countries, 
where the conſtitutions of the inhabitants were re- 
laxed by the exceſſive temperature of their climates, 


and cfferninated by their luxurious manner of liv- 


ing. Many and many muſt have fallen ſacrifices 
to complaints of this nature; whether from miſ- 
placed delicacy they refuſed to communicate their 
ſymptoms ; and even when they did, they could 
derive no relief. How humanity muſt be ſhocked 
at ſuch a reflection! to think of numbers of our 
fellow-creatures labouring under the agonies of an 
urinary ſuppreſſion ! to think of the pain they pre- 
vioufly ſuffered, and of the alarming conſequences 
that muſt neceſſarily attend, when in thoſe eee 


2s no alleviation could be procured ! 
It appears that yo regular practitioner, ever paid 


any particular attention till the time of Daran 
ſurgeon to Louis XIV. with that penetration pe- 

culiar to himſelf, he diſcovered the real nature of 
by theſe diforders.

It is then eaſy to conceive how great the danger 
muſt be, when there is an impediment to the pro- 

per emiſſion of this urinary ſecretion. If by any 
Cauſe whatever the urine is totally or ſo far ſup- 


preſſed, as only to paſs off in ſuch a ſlow ſtate of 


micturition as to bear but a ſmall proportion to 
the quantity poured into the bladder, this viſcus 
muſt neceſſarily become diſtended to ſuch a degree, 
| that, unleſs relieved by a very dangerous operation,

Strictures when produced from tumors in the bel. 0

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If ſmoothneſs, pliability, and ſtrength, that Viel 
ſuffice to conſtitute a proper bougie : it ought to 
poſſeſs properties independent of its sdilating powers, 
properties of entirely diſſolving thoſe obſtructing 
ſubſtances. To the faculty in general I appeal, 
whether they do not often meet with fungous ex- 
_ creſcences on an ulcerative ſurface, that will not 
bear the application of fimple liniment, yet feel 
_ eaſy and comfortable under ſuch ſtimulant dreſſings 


as tend to counteract the exiſting morbid action. 


Is not nature uniform in all her actions? Does ſhe 


not purſue the fame ſteps in an interior as in an 


exterior ulcer? Certainly : Nature always exerts 


herſelf according to the exiſting circumſtances, and 


in ſimilar caſes ſhe proceeds ſimilarly. Thus in 
the urethra a mere mechanical bougie would not 
have thoſe ſpeedy and beneficial effects, as one 
Whoſe compoſition is peculiarly adapted to the 
nature of the Complaint. Theſe particulars not 
having been ſo well attended to, is the reaſon why 
| perſons cannot bear for a length of time one of 
the fimple formed bougies.
